Austria’s internal disturbance, smouldering 
fiercely under cover since the bloody Socialist 


riots of last spring, suddenly burst into flame as 
Nazi troopers sprang a dramatically sudden trap 
and caught Engelbert Dollfuss, diminutive chan- 
cellor, unprepared. Dollfuss, the little dictator 
who has ruled Austria for the last two years 
with an iron hand and had recently become the 
centre of a new storm of invective as he pushed 
a ruthless policy of suppression in an effort to 
quell terrorist activities, was killed. Dollfuss 
himself was to meet Mussolini at Riccione. The 
scene above shows a rally of the Austrian Nazis, 
while in the upper right is shown a street scene 
in Vienna during the rioting earlier in the year 
with a victim lying dead in the street. Chancellor 
Dollfuss is shown lower left, and President Mik- 
las, lower right. At the upper left are shown 
Prince von Starhemberg and Major Emil Fey, 
two men who have been powerfully instrumental 
in shaping recent Austrian policy.

The Passing Show 


Bu J. 8. COWPER 

Now I must bring this little chronicle of 
brief sea-holidaying to a close. The days passed 
quickly. We found the best way of enjoyment 
was to loaf along,: like sea tramps. So we made 
a loafing return, calling in at places we had 
visited on the outward journey, for a swim or 
a meal or a last look at the 
place, or all three 

We didn't swim on our 
last call at Garden Bay for 
the water round the boat was 
covered with jelly fish, a re- 
minder of the lowly forms of 
life from which we have 
sprung—some of us, not very 
far. Brainless, spineless, but 
decorative, with scalloped 
edges tinted with pink, these 
millions of dumb creatures 


J. S. Cowper 
kept pulsing their way through the water—lit- 


erally through the water, for they filter their 
way through the water, retaining what micro- 
scopic life is necessary to their nutriment. 

There are millions of oysters in Pender 
Harbour—eleven millions, they are now esti- 
mated. Most of the seed came from Japan and 
seems to thrive well in the B. C. waters. We 
snapped a picture of some of the party holding 
a string of oysters that had attaclied themselves 
to a short length of rope. One of them, a daddy 
of the bed—or perhaps a grand-daddy—bore a 
number of his grandchildren on his back. His 
shell must have measured about eight inches 
by six. There are possibilities in oyster culture 
at the coast. 


Past the powerful log-towers, with their 
booms of great logs stretching out a half mile 
behind them, we sped. Past the Merry Island 
lighthouse that marks the south entrance to 
Welcome Pass. Beauty is said to be in the eye 
of the beholder, and it may be my fault that I 
can't see the reason for calling this blace Merry 
Island. It is a small, rock-reefed place with 
few trees. South-easterly seas break over the 
rocks Not far from the lighthouse, like a 
skeleton on a desert, lie the ribs of the once- 
famous Liverpool tug “William Jolliffe.” She 
crashed in a winter gale five years or more ago 
while trying to keep a log carrier off the rocks. 

Ships take on human characters. I remem- 
ber the William Jolliffe when I was a boy gaz- 
ing with admiring eyes on the tug that had 
towed a great disabled freighter home from Psi 
Cape of Good Hope to the Mersey. Ships often 
change their names when they change tore 
tunes, as men sometimes do. It came as a 
shock to see the William Jolliffe towing car 
barges and acting as a fishery patrol on the 
B. C. coast under the n “Nitinat’—the name 
she bore when she cr nefr the Me 
Island light 


Yet Merry Island must have its charms. A 
year ago the aged light-keeper was pensioned 


by the governme after thirty years’ service

Causes of Nausea

That Tired Feeling 
Many people who are always tired out feel 

that they need a lot more rest. Usually such 
patients are suffering from too much rest and 
would find that more would lead to greater 
weariness, Chronic tiredness often requires 
something else besides rest if it is to be com- 
pletely overcome 

One who is chronically 
tired is being poisoned by 
waste products which have 
not been eliminated as fast 
as they should have been. 
When these toric substances 
are gotten rid of, the tired 
feeling will vanish, leaving 
one feeling stronger and 
more vigorous 

Another powerful cause 
of fatigue lies in the wrong 
For example, over-eating, wrong 
food combinations, or an excess of heavy, 
starchy foods may cause a listless, heavy feel- 
ing 

When the patient is always tired and yet 
does not perform any hard labor, it is often 
found he is suffering from what might be 
called psychological fatigue. For example, one 
forced to do work which he does not like will 
become very tired. He suffers from lack of en- 
joyment of his work. Other causes of this type 
of tiredness are: Discouragement, monotony, 
disappointment, ambitions which remain bot- 
tled within one, unhappy environment, etc. 

A further cause of tiredness is lack of exer- 
cise. An office worker who comes home tired 
will find that if he will take some physical 
exercises he will be re-energized and refreshed. 
One of the reasons for this is that exercise 
speeds the blood through the muscles and helps 
wash them clean of waste products; another 
reason is that it draws a better supply of oxy- 
gen into the body. One who is always tired 
will get over it faster if he will secure extra 
exercise rather than extra rest. 

The symptoms of “that tired feeling” are 
common and familiar. A tired person has sag- 
ging muscles—his shoulders flop, his stomach 
sticks out, his whole ‘body appears wilted; his 
skin is dull; he hates to get up and go after 
anything; he would rather stay home than go 
out; he has a hard time sticking to one job un- 
til it is done: he feels only half alive and won- 
ders why other people do not get as tired as 
he does 

This chronic tiredness easily yields to a few 
common sense rules. You are to change your 
food habits. Follow my menus as given in this 
paper every Friday Avoid over-eating of 
starchy foods and use an abundance of the 
-starchy vegetables, using canned ones if 
necessary. The principal cause of tiredness is 
usually to be found in the wrong kind of a diet 
and using the right kind of food is one of the 
greatest helps you can possibly employ in over- 
coming fatigue. Even faster results will be ob- 
tained if you will take a few days’ fast before 
Starting the use of the menus 

You are to secure norma! intestinal elimina- 
tion. At the beginning of the treatment it may 
be necessary for you to use the enema once a 
day.
